1>. in.—Tlio entire start of the 82nd Ger- 
man army division was captured hy 
Husslan mounted scouts and drought as 
prisoners Into ilia Russian linen us the 
result ol a daring HlRlii r;iid recently, 
according to unollk-ial accounts which 
have just been received. 


Under cover of darkness, a smalt com- 


pany of scouts worked its way past the 
Uerman 
trenches towards the Govmun 


base, the details as received here run. 
Kmi-rb'ini; from a wood the scouts found 
themselves close to a 
village.

htopped and sent forward a rc-L-oniLOi- 
teriiiff party. 


The. latter soon came upon a German 


sentry, who gave the alarm. Ten mln- 
utL-.s later a German cavalry squadron 
galloped out of the village followed by 
iwo companies of Austrian landsturm 
troops. 
The Russians, meanwhile, had 


dismounted, hiding their 
horses 
and 


concealing themselves. 


The Germans and Auslrlans fell Into 


the ambush and becalm; panic-stricken 
when the Russians.opened fire, It is de- 
clared, iho Austrian* [•unniriK for their 
lives and llirovvliig down their lilies, in 


the confusion the German cavalry, not 
knowing how largo force might be op- 
posing them, 
also 
retreated, many 


troopers railing under the Russian fire. 


The Russians were ordered to follow 


on foot into the village. 
They came 


upon a largo, estate, and through the 
windows of the mansion mado out the 
figures of German officers. 
Half of the 


foice of scouts made for the mansion, 
while the, other continued their pursuit 
of the, retreating troops. 


A rush for the doom of the mansion 


was made by 10 Cossacks, the. account 
continues, and so sivift was the prog- 
ress of events that the German otllcers 
did not have time to secure their coats 
and furs before they were hustled out- 
side.

The best advertis- 


ing, however, is thrift, prosperity, and 
the results as shown In our public 
buildings and cur municipal life. 
" Any salesman or tourist who is fa- 
miliar with the 
principal 
cities of 


. Massachusetts, if asked off hand what 


cities he likes best, will almost invar- 
iably mention those which look best. 
If a city has line streets, stores that 
reflect modern management, good ho- 
tels and theatres and the other exter- 
nals that appeal to tho visitor, it will 
tnake a good Impression, and it will 
reap the reward of Its zeal for ap- 
pearances 
in 
many 
indirect ways. 


That is why we should get rid of pub- 
lic eyesores along our streets 
and 


work not only for the city prosperous 
but the city beautiful. 


Two 
factors 
that

against the appearance of

city 


are the presence of dilapidated build- 
ings in prominent sections, and our 
unfortunate tendency to scatter our 
fine buildings and hide them 
away. 


Next door to some of our best store

Our linest public bnlldings are where 
few see them, and we are talking of 
erecting a fine new high school where 
ft will add nothing to the'appearance 
of our city.

Credit for this failure is 
given by government investigators to 
American labor which was 
sensible 


enough and patriotic: enough to scorn 
the tainted 
foreign money and 
to 


stand loyally by the American govern- 
ment. 


Such Is the sense of a 
statement 


given to the press by United States 
Attorney .Marshall, who apparently is 
familiar with the facts in the case. 
He gives the credit to the higher la- 
bor leaders while admitting that some 
of the lesser officials went so far as 
to accept 
German 
money. 
These, 


however, did not stand by their agree- 
ment but. while pocketing the funds, 
bestowed on the foreign agents 
the 


decoration known in America as the 
double cross. It is expected that in- 
dictments will be sought against some 
of these false leaders 
of

labor, and it is to be hoped that any 
guilty of accepting foreign money will 
. be punished, whether 
they delivered 


the goods or not. It is not safe to 
have American labor represented, even 
in a sligh' degree, by men who would 
have any dealings with corrupt Influ- 
ences at this crisis in our affairs.

Diphtheria Caused 65 Deaths in 


November — Other Communi- 
cable Diseases Reported 


Special to The Sun , 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, Dec. 0.—Al- 


though there was a decrease in the to- 
tal number of cases o£ diphtheria re- 
ported 
to 
the state department of 


health during the month of November, 
the disease is still prevalent in Spring- 
field, Worcester, Lowell, Cambridge, 
Brockton and several towns, according 
to a £tatement issued by .the state de- 
partment yesterday. The total number 
of cases of all kinds' of communicable 
diseases reported to the department for 


. November was 64/4, an increase of 27 


over the previous month, this being at- 
tributed largely to measles and whoop- 
ing cough. 


"Aside Irom tuberculosis, which al- 


ways causes the greatest number of 
deaths," the department says, "the im- 
portant causes of death were diphthe- 
ria, typhoid and whooping cough. Of 
these diseases diphtheria with ils 65 
deaths 1s of vital interest. 
Notwith- 


standing the fact that we know 
the 


cause, modes of transmission, and have 
an efficient cure, the great toll of deaths 
continues from this disease. The other 
t» cases o£ prims 
importance are 


wlpoplng cough and typhoid fever. An 
analysis of the 
returns 
shows that 


whooping, cough caused 23 deaths dur- 
ing'November. 
When wo reflect that 


there is almost three times as much 
whooping cough in this state this year 
u there was last, it requires little cal- 
icluation to anticipate a large number of 
•unnecessary deaths this year. While 
there were only five deaths during the 


month from measles this does not tell 
the whole story. The after effects of 
this diseate are very much more harm- 
ful than the disease itself. This applies 
aUo to scarlet fever, 


"While the total number of cases of 


diphtheria decreased the disease is still 
prevalent 
in 
the 
following places; 


Springfield. 
Worcester, 
Southbrldge, 


Marlboro, Cambridge, Saugus, Brockton, 
Blllerlca, Lcominster, Fitchburg, May- 
nard and Lowell. 
In 
some of 
these 


places there has been no Increase in 
the number of cases over last month, 
and. In fact, tn several there has been 
a decrease. 


'Tn typhoid fever the only Important 


focus has been at Ashburnham. Here 
there was a sharp epidemic. 


"Measles show a marked tendency to 


increase in the following places: Salem, 
Clielsca and Taunton, while In Spring- 
field It Is holding its own. 
It is also 


prefcnt in considerable number in Hoi- 
yoke. Lawrence, 
Saugus, 
Lynn 
and 


Brookline. 


"Whooping cough seems to be scat- 


tered over the whole state. 
The most 


important 
points 
of prevalence 
are 


Springfield. Newton, Lawrence. \Vinth- 
rop, Framlngham, 
Northampton 
and 


Provincetown. In the last named place 
the disease has been present for a num- 
ber of months and shows a tendency 
to increase.

Entire Staff of the 82nd German 


Army Division Captured by the 
Russian Mounted Scouts 


PETROORAD, Dec. 9, via London, 2.30 


p. m.—The entire staff of the S2nd Ger- 
man army division was captured by 
Itusstan mounted scouts and brought a«' 
prisoners Into the Russian lines as tho 
result of a daring night raid recently, 
according to unofficial accounts which 
have Just been received. 


Under cover of darkness, a small com- 


pany of scouts worked Its way past the 
Herman trenches towards the German 
base, the details as received hero run. 
Emerging from a wood (he scouts found 
themselves close to a village. They 
stopped and sent forward a reconnoi- 
terlnfi; pnrty. 


The latter soon came, upon a C7erman 


sentry, who g.'ive the alarm. Ten min- 
utes later a German cavalry squadron 
galloped out of the village followed by 
iwo companies of Austrian landstuim 
troops. The Russians, meanwhile, had 
dismounted, hiding their 
liorscs and 


concealing themselves. 


The Germans and Auatrians fell into 


the ambush.and became panic-stricken 
when the Russians opened fire, H is de- 
clared, thn Austrlans tunning for their 
lives and throwing down their rifles. In 


the confusion the German cavalry, not 
knowing how large force might be op- 
posing them, also 
retreated, many 


troopers falling under the Russian fire. 


The Russians were ordered to follow 


on foot Into iho village. 
They came 


upon n. lareu estate, and through the 
windows of the mansion made out the 
figures of German officers. Half ot the 
force of scouts made for tha mansion, 
while tho other continued their pursull 
of the retreating troops. 


A rush for the doors of the mansion 


was made by 10 Cossacks, the account 
continues, and so BwUt was the prog- 
ress of events that the German officers 
did not have time to secure their coats 
and furs before they were hustled out- 
fide. 


By this time tho other division of the 


scouiing 
party 
had returner! and 


searched the mansion, which proved to 
bo a division staff headquarters, and se- 
cured valuable papers. The whole Inci- 
dent took place In less than 16 minutes 


It Is stated that tho captured staff In- 


cluded two generals, one being a divi- 
sion commander, seven staff officers and 
several Red Cross physicians. One col 
onel was killed In attempting to escape

From In Itelatton to Proposed New- 
Bridge In Springfield' 
.SPRINGFIELD, Dec. 9.—It devel- 
oped at'the hearing'of the Taxpayers' 
Bridge league, before the bridge com- 
mission yesterday, that the United 
States government would demand a 
draw span in any type of new bridge 
erected across tho Connecticut 
river 


either at 
Court 
square 
or Bridge 
street. 


Samuel H. Pitcher of Worcester, con- 


sulting engineer, retained by the" Tax- 
payers' Bridge league, explained plans 
for a bridge at Bridge street. 70 feet 
wide, providing for an underpass ap- 
proach on the Springfield side of the 
stream. 
-Major A. H. Plllsbury of the corps 


of engineers of the war 
department 


says in part: "I need not advise you 
that as the navigable portion of the 
Connecticut river does not He 
wholly 


within a single state, the authority of 
congress is necessary to the construc- 
tion of such a bridge. 
"In view ol the likelihood that the 


general improvement of the river for 
navigation may be undertaken by the 
United States at some future time, the 
approval .of any plans for a bridge 
across the river 
may 
approprlately 


contain provision for a draw span 
whenever In the opinion of the secre- 
tary of war the interests of naviga- 
tion require It." 


War ot Annihilation 


"At present they speak of a war of 


annihilation against us. 
We have to

When 
Dr.. von Uethmann-Hollweg 
rose to make his reply to the Inter- 
pellation, .presented by 
Dr. • Scheiue- 


mann, the socialist leader, sllonca fell 
upon the house. 
The silence of his 


auditors was soon broken, however, by 
manifestations 
of 
approval. 
Several 


times the deputies and tho crowBs In 
the galleries 
Interrupted 
him 
with 
cheers. 


Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg 
began 


his address by saying that in the coun- 
tries at war with Germany there had 
been much discussion of the socialist 
interpellation, and that tho knowledge 
that peaco was to be discussed In tho 
relchstag Had been a .source of satis- 
faction to these countries. 
This was 


Incomprehensible, In view of the suc- 
cess-won in-the campaign againstfier- 
bia which opened the road to Ger- 
many's Turkish allies and-threatened 
the most vulnerable points of the Brit- 
'sh' empire. 


Although the situation would ex- 


plain- a desire for peace on the part 
of .Germany's enemies 
he' declared, 


none of them had made overtures. In- 
stead, they were clinging to'the'In- 
tentions which they had 
announced 


publicly "with rtaivo brutality," at the 
beginning of the 
war. 


gate other nations," he >ald. "W* fljht 
for the protection of our life and lib- 
erty. For the German government the 
war has always been what It was at 
the beginning—a war ot defense for the 
German nation and for her future. 


"The war may be terminated only by 


a peace which, will give the certitude 
that war will not return. We all agree 
about that. There lies and always will 
b'e, the root of our strength." 
Dr, Schrldemamn'B Addreu 


Dr. Scheldemann's address was re- 


ceived with a degree of Interest second 
only to that aroused by the chancellor's 
speech. 'He reminded the house that at 
the beginning of the war the socialists 
had approved the attitude of the Ger- 
man government. A glance at the map, 
he continued, would show that Ger- 
many, conscious of her strength and 
her successes, could now speak of peace 
without the risk of being considered 
weak hearted or dispirited. 


Dr. Schetdemann protested against 


the attitude of those who dream of the 
annexation of much territory and spoke 
with equal earnestness in denunciation 
of those enemies of Germany who ad- 
vocate dismemberment of this country. 
He protested, also against the crusade 
in foreign countries In opposition to 
"Prussian militarism," because 
this 


conception was wrong 
and. 
further- 


more, because it was a matter which 
concerned no aba but the Germans 
themselves. The French, lie said, should 
abandon the Idea, of annexing Alsace 
and Lorraine. 
Vtclorlr* at tirraf Sacrifice* 


Although Germany had won enormous 


successes with her armies, he continued, 
they had been gained at the price of 
heavy sacrifices. In view of the present 
situation, the question of peaco was 
important In all countries. The diffi- 
culty lay In the fact that statesmen did 
not know how to begin negotiations, 
fearing such a step would be consid- 
ered a proof of weakness. 


In this connection Dr. Scholdomann 


spoke of the statement made recently 
In the English houEe of commons by 
Baron Courtney, that the British gov- 
ernment should show Itself ready lo 
accept any suggestions which would 
end the war. He referred to the atti- 
tude of .the Italian socialists and to 
the utterances of Count Anrtrassy, for- 
mer Hungarian premier. He asserted 
that, according to reliable private in- 
formatlo|i, the 
longing for peace in 
France was general.

Mellen Says Former President 


Responsible for Exclusion of 
Steamship Feature in Bill 


NEW 
YORK. 
Dec, 
9.—Theodore 


'Roosevelt, as president, was respon- 
sible. Charles S. Mellen 
testified 
to- 


day, for the failure of Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte to Include the control 
o( steamship lines as a part of the 
complaint in the bill 
of 
equity 
he 


filed against the New YorK, 4\'ew Ha- 
ven & Hartford railroad In 1508 under 
the Sherman anti-trust law. This was 
the bill, chiefly directed against the 
New Haven's control of tlie Boston & 
Maine railroad \vhlch was withdrawn 
in 1903 by Attorney General Wicker- 
Kharn. 


The testimony was elicited from Mr. 


Mellen as a part of the case for Uie 
defense at the resumption today of 
the trial of the eleven former directors 
of the Now Haven railroad on 
the 


charge of criminal violation 
of the 


Sherman law. 


Mr. Mellen testified that the reason 


Col. Roosevelt ordered the exclusion of 
the steamship feature 
was 
because 


"of a 
misunderstanding of what 
he 


(Mellen)'"hart said at tlio Interview he 
had with the then president in 1007 on 
the question of thi> New Haven's aell- 
ii>K all Us steamship 
properties 
to 


Charles \y. Morse, 
Mellen had previ- 


ously testified that Col. Roosevelt had 
not heen In favor of the N'ew Haven 
disposing of. the properties to Morse. 
."At a laler date," safd 
Mr. 'Mellen 


today. "Mr. Roosevelt felt that I hail 


used what he said as a basis for going 
further than I was entitled to. I think 
he referred to our subsequent purchase 
of the Merchants & Liners' 
lines. ! 


was very much exercised 
over

misunderstanding and was not content 
to have him think I hart taken advan- 
tage of him. I obtained from Herbert 
Knox Smith, (commissioner of corpo- 
rations, who was present at the In-

Mr. Roosevelt, the witncs continued, 


was-not satisfied with this anrl exclud- 
ed from the bill of enuity filed againsc 
the New Haven during his administra- 
tion all mention of steamship lines. 


1-Yom the date of the bringing of 


the suit-the New Haven had made no 
further steamship acquisitions. 


Mr. Mellen added that from the sub- 


stance of his interview with tho pres- 
ident he v/as convinced that both Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Smith were anxious 
that Morse/should not get the 
New 


Haven steamships. 


The witness testified that at this 


time the New Haven had received pro- 
tests .from chambers 
of 
commerce, 


boards, of trade and other public boJ- 
les In New England against tho pro- 
posed sale. The directors, he said, de- 
cided not to sell the lines to Morso. 


Alleged illegal control of steamship 


lines Is one of the principal charges 


preferred against the New Haven In 
this case. 


Questioned on 
trolley 
acquisitions, 


Mr. Mellen 'recited the public benefits 
which he thought the New Haven bad 
conferred'In developing and connect- 
ing the properties. He had been ham- 
pered a good deal, he said, by the au- 
thorities in this work. 


"\Ve thought at one time." h« said, 


"of" having a duplicate set of officers, 
one to attend to the complaints of the 
government, and one to run the rail- 
road." 


As to the acquisition of the Provi- 


dence trolley system, which the gov- 
ernment alleges was bought nt ex- 
cessive price and when It was operat- 
ing at a deficit, Mr. Mellen said: 


"1 would give my bond that ] could 


make it pay its full interest on the 
cost to the New Haven railroad. The 
Providence lines could be made a prof- 
itable Investment and I would not sell 
them for anything like their cost." 


PARIS, Dee. 9.—The French war of-

taken prisoner."

Diphtheria Caused 65 Deaths in 


November — Other Communi- 
cable Diseases Reported 


Special to The Sun 


.STATE HOUSE, Boston, Dec. 9.—Al- 


though there was a decrease In the to- 
tal number of cases of diphtheria re- 
ported 
to the state 
department of 


health during the month of November, 
the disease Is still prevalent in Spring- 
field, Worcester, Lowell, Cambridge. 
Brockton and several towns, according 
to a atatement Issued by the state de- 
partment yesterday. The total number 
of cases of all kinds of communicable 
diseases reported to the department for 
November was 5474, an Increase of 27 


1 "over the previous month, this being at- 


tributed largely to measles and whoop- 
Ing cough. 


*'Aside from tuberculosis, which al- 


ways causes the greatest number 
of 


deaths," the department says, "the im- 
portant causes of death were diphthe- 
ria, typhoid and whooping cough. Of 
these diseases diphtheria, witli Its 65 
deaths is of vitpi interest. 
Notwith- 


standing the fact that wo know the 


-, cause, modes of transmission, and have 


an efficient cure, the great toll of deaths 
continues from this disease. The other 
tia» cases of 
prime 
Importance are 


v.-looping cough and typhoid fever. An 
analysis of the 
returns 
shows that 


whooping cough caused 23 deaths dur- 
.Ing November. 
"When we reflect that 


there is almost three times as much 
Trhooping cough in this state this year 
as there was last, it requires little cal- 
cluatlon to anticipate a large number of 
unnecessary death's this year. While 
.there were only five deaths during the 


month from measles this does not tell 
tho whole story. The after effects of 
this disease are very much more harm- 
ful than the disease Itself. This applies 
also to scarlet fever. 


'While the total number of cases of 


diphtheria decreased the disease is still 
prevalent 
In 
ihe 
following 
places: 


Springfield. 
Worcester. 
Soutbbrldge,
